JERUSALEM (AP) — Warm 
hazy sunshine bathed the Holy 
City today as Jews celebrated

Jerusalem was crowded with 
pilgrims and tourists — the 
largest crowds since the 1967 
Mideast war. All hotels, even the 
small ones in the Arab sector 
were reported booked. 
The de facto Middle East 
cease-fire and the absence of the 
usual threats by Arab guerrillas 
against such celebrations were 
credited for some of the massive

Passover, the feast celebrating 
the exodus of the Israelites from 
Egypt. 
Other Israelis drove into the 
countryside for picnics or 
visited friends and relatives. 
The 
Latin, 
or 
Catholic 
patriarch of Jerusalem, Msgr. 
G. G. Beltritt, gave the blessing 
of the baptismal font today in 
the rotunda of the Church of the 
Holy Sepulchre. 
This was followed by a pon- 


tificial high Mass attended by 
dozens of the devout. 
In Rome, on Good Friday, 
Pope Paul carried a six-foot 
cross for 15 minutes and led a re- 
enactm ent of C hrist’s final 
journey. 
After the ceremony, the Pope 
appealed for help and protection 
for Christians in the troubled 
Holy Land. 
His appeal was connected with 
a Good Friday 
tradition of 
collecting funds for Christian 
shrines in Jerusalem and other 
cities. It came two weeks after a 
dispute between Vatican and 


Israeli officials over the fate of 
Old Jerusalem, a city holy to 
C hristianity, 
Judaism 
and 
Islam. 
Catholic Easter celebrations 
will climax in Jerusalem Sun­ 
day morning with a pontificial 
high Mass sung in the old 
Crusader Church by the Latin 
patriarch and in other parish 
churches by local priests. 


Protestant sunrise services 
will be conducted in various 
churches and from 
vantage 
points overlooking the Holy City 
Sunday. 


Enemy Repulsed At Fire Base 6 


SAIGON

— 
South 
Vietnamese troops repulsed a 
North Vietnamese commando 
attack on besieged Fire Base 6 
today as enemy forces launched 
new assaults on government 
positions 
in 
the 
central 
highlands. 
S o u t h 
V i e t n a m e s e 
headquarters said 12 enemy 
commandos were killed and that 
the 
governm ent 
defenders 
seized three rifles, five rocket- 
propelled grenade launchers 
and some explosives which were 


to have been used to blow up the 
base. 
Headquarters said there were 
no South Vietnamese casualties. 
Four hours after the attack 
was beaten back, South Viet­ 
nam ese jets bombed North 
Vietnamese positions about a 
half-mile north of the base. The 
spokesm an said 20 enemy 
soldiers were killed and the 
bombs 
triggered 
several 
secondary 
explosions, 
in­ 
dicating hits on ammunition 
stores. 


Enemy gunners shelled three 
other 
South 
Vietnam ese 
positions near Fire Base 6, 
which has been under seige 
since March 31. Two South 
V ietnam ese 
soldiers 
were 
reported wounded. 
Mortar shells triggered a fuel 
fire in one of the attacks on the 
airfield at Dak To, north of the 
fire base. 
U.S. B52 Stratofortresses have 
been dropping tons of explosives 
on enemy troop concentrations 
there.

A group of 100 students from 
10 Eastern colleges is spending 
the Easter recess in Nevada, 
Mo., assisting elderly, han­ 
dicapped and other persons and 
conducting a clean-up at a youth 
center at nearby Metz.

One sales clerk said “the gals 
still come in, but mostly to help 
their husbands.” 
A store attributed the drop in 
sales of ladies’ hats to wigs and 
fancy hair styles. 
“They just can’t get a hat on 
over a wig,” a clerk said.

m easured by taxable retail 
sales. This was $260 million 
below the level for the same 
period the year before — the 
first time in a decade that a 
fourth-quarter drop had 
oc­ 
curred. 
High unemployment, con­ 
tinuing inflation and the 10-week 
General Motors strike were

JORDAN AMNESTY

has prepared an amnesty law 
which would pardon about 900 
Palestinian guerrillas now in 
jail for illegal possession of 
weapons, informed sources in 
Amman said today. 
The sources said the law 
would become effective as soon 
as all guerrillas leave the 
Jordanian capital. Jordan was 
reported Friday to have ac­ 
cepted an agreement with the 
commandos providing for their 
speedy withdrawal from Am­ 
man to “posts best suited to 
their activities.” 


ARRESTS AT STANFORD 
STANFORD, Calif. (AP) —

which climaxed a 30-hour sit-in 
at the Stanford Medical Center 
in protest to the firing of a black 
employe. 
Authorities said 10 persons 
were treated at the hospital for 
minor wounds suffered in the 
Friday night clash. All were

policeman, who was injured by a 
hurled tape dispenser. 


HELD 
UNCONSTITUTIONAL 
MOBILE, Ala. 
(AP) — A 
three-judge federal panel has 
ordered a halt to prosecution of 
civil rights activists Stokely 
Carmichael and William Stuart 
House under Alabama’s antiriot 
law, saying the law is too vague 
to be constitutional. 
Carmichael and House were 
arrested in Selma, Ala., during a 
racial disturbance in November 
1966. 
The ruling said: “As written, 
the statute is an easy vehicle for 
the suppression of unpopular 
causes and action.” 


TEACHER AGREEMENT 
SAN FRANCISCO (AP) — 
Two teachers’ organizations and 
the school board have ten­ 
tatively agreed on terms to end 
a 16-day strike that virtually 
closed the city’s 119 schools 
before the Easter recess. 
The schools could reopen 
Monday if the striking teachers 
ratify the tentative settlement, 
and follow a plea by Mayor 
Joseph Alioto.

Forecast 


A steady increase in yields 
will spur a gradual expansion of 
alfalfa production in California 
over the next five years, ac­ 
cording to a Bank of America 
study. 
The bank’s agricultural ex­ 
perts forecast record production 
and gross income for the state’s 
number one field crop in 1971 — 
6.7 million tons and $197.8 
million. 
While average yields will 
increase from 5.6 tons per acre 
in 1970 to 5.85 tons per acre in 
1975, acreage will rem ain 
relatively stable — acreage is 
forecast to increase a maximum 
of 50,000 acres, bringing the total 
to 1.2 million and the bank ex­ 
pects this figure to reach $213.5 
million in 1975, 
Elaborating upon the report, 
Regional Vice President H. M. 
Schuppert noted that Yolo, 
Siskiyou, Modoc, Glenn, Lassen. 
Sutter, Sacram ento, Colusa, 
Tehama, Shasta, Butte, Plumas 
and Sierra Counties produce a 
significant amount of the state’s 
alfalfa crop. 
“In 1969 this region’s alfalfa 
producers realized $23,650,000 
and harvested 188,300 acres.

Could Easily Give Up 
Acting, Says New Star

LONDON (AP) — Glenda 
Jackson says she will give up 
acting at a word from her 2- 
year-old son Daniel. 
What! Glenda Jackson of 
“Women in Love,” and “The 
Music 
Lovers,” 
the 
magnificently regal Queen 
Elizabeth on British Television? 
Indeed she could quit. At 36 
she seems hardly committed to 
fame. 
For her brilliant performance 
in “Women in Love” — the Ken 
Russell film of the D. 
H. 
Lawrence novel — she won a 
New York Critics Award and 
has been nominated for a 
Hollywood Oscar. She currently 
is the most talked about actress 
in Britain. Yet Miss Jackson is 
not very excited. 
The nonchalance and un­ 
concern stem partly from those 
long lean years when movie 
directors didn’t want to know 
her and she sold teacups across 
a department store counter. 
Daniel is the other ex­ 
planation, says Miss Jackson. 
“My son is 2 now, nearing the 
age when he needs a full-time 
mother,” she says. “If the time 
comes when he asks me to stay 
at home instead of going off to 
work, I’ll stop. It could be 
tomorrow.” 
It would be a 
mistake, 
however, to believe she is blase 
about her career. It’s just that 
she is a very cool actress. 


For an interview she is 
slightly embarrassed because 
her head has been partly shaved 
for her television part as 
Elizabeth I. The queen had a 
very high forehead and Miss 
Jackson had her own cropped 
across half her skull to get as 
near as possible to a physical 
likeness. 
When she talks, her voice is 
tiny, but when she is acting, it is 
a formidable instrument of such 
range and power that it imposes 
itself on the listener. 
She is a middle-class girl from 
the English midlands who 
shocked the middle classes with 
a very naked appearance in 
“Women in Love,” her first 
movie. She warned her father, a 
house builder, and her mother 
not to see it. 
Before that film, made over 
two years ago, she was little 
known, but respected among 
actors for her theater roles in 
Shakespeare and the much- 
praised Peter Brook “Marat- 
Sade” 
Stripping for the cameras 
troubles her not at all. 
“The problem at the moment 
is that nakedness is regarded in 
an entirely sexual context,” she 
says. “I think that in five years, 
it will be quite normal. I’ve 
never had any doubts about 
undressing for the cinema 
although I don’t think I’d do it in 
the theater where the at­ 
mosphere is completely dif­ 
ferent.”

Knicks, Bucks Head

NEW YORK (AP) — Dick 
Barnett insists the playoffs are 
nothing to get excited about, 
that he plays one game no more 
enthusiastically than another. 
But his own statistics make him 
out to be a liar. 
Barnett, old man of the New 
York Knicks at 34, averaged 15.5 
points a game during the 
regular season, during the 
National Basketball Association 
playoffs his average has soared 
to 22.6. Last year, when the 
Knicks won the NBA title, was

In Friday’s other NBA playoff 
action, the Milwaukee Bucks 
beat the Los Angeles Lakers 105- 
88. It was the first game of the 
best-of-seven W estern Con­ 
ference finals. 
Taking more shots was not 
what Barnett had planned when 
the Knicks began defense of 
their title, first against Atlanta 
in the conference semifinals and 
now in the finals. It just hap­ 
pened. 
“ It wasn’t predetermined 
before the game,” he said. “I 
guess it’s because Willis hasn’t 
been taking as many shots, and 
somebody has to take up the 
slack.” 
Willis Reed, whose shooting 
shoulder has been aching along 
with his knees, took 18 shots 
from the field Friday and hit 


only four, so Barnett gunned 23 
times, made 13 and added six 
rebounds. And it was his three- 
point play that got the Knicks 
started. 
His drive and free throw 
pulled the sluggish Knicks 
within 54-53 and he added two 
more baskets for a 65-59 lead as 
the New Yorkers ran off 16 
points to Baltimore’s three for a 
75-59 advantage.

Former AL President 
Harridge Dies At 85 


EVANSTON, 111. (AP) - Will 
Harridge, who rose from a 
railroad ticket clerk to preside 
over 
baseball’s 
American 
League through the storied eras 
of Ruth, Dickey, Cobb, Williams 
and DiMaggio, died Friday. He 
was 85. 
As league president for 27 
years, the man who never 
played a game of baseball in his 
life guided the junior circuit 
with unruffled determination 
through the years some of the 
sports most famous names 
enjoyed their prime seasons. 
He ended 47 years in baseball 
with his retirement in 1958, 
having become known as the 
most able and highly-regarded 
figure in the history of the 
national game. 
He died Friday night in a 
nursing home where he was 
recuperating from surgery. 
“We have lost a tremendous 
gentleman; one of the game’s 
greatest leaders and fans,” said 
Charles O. Finley, owner of the 
Oakland Athletics. Finley had 
business offices in the same 
building 
where 
Harridge 
maintained contact with the 
game since his retirement as 
chairman of the league’s board 
of directors. 
Harridge 
was 
a 
trim, 
m eticulous and dignified 26 


when he was thrust into 
baseball. 
Working for the Wabash 
Railroad he came under the eye 
of President Ban Johnson in 1911 
for his efficiency and enterprise 
in arranging American League 
club travel. 
Johnson wanted Harridge, 
told Harridge’s boss and the 
boss told Harridge. 
But I don’t know anything 
about baseball. Never played a 
game in my life,” Harridge 
protested. 
He began work the following 
week as Johnson’s personal 
secretary. 
He remained in that capacity 
until January 1927 when Johnson 
was granted a leave of absence 
because of ill health. In 
November E. S. Barnard was 
elected 
league 
president 
Harridge was named secretary 
of the league. 
He ascended to the presidency 
in 1931 upon Barnard’s death. 


Despite fears that the always 
mild-mannered and unobtrusive 
Harridge might lack the 
aggressiveness needed in an 
office under the pressure of 
spirited club owners, he became 
one of the gam e’s most 
respected and quietly effective 
leaders.

to his lung, doctors said. 
Carty crushed his knee in a 
collision with another player 
while playing winter ball in the 
Dominican League. 
The big outfielder, a favorite 
with Braves fans, missed the 
entire 1968 season because of 
tuberculosis and has been 
continuously hampered by 
chronic shoulder separations.
